AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY, 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
treasury at one time, one^ hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, forty 
dollars, shall be an honorary member ; and shall have a right to sit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members here- 
after added to the Society, who shall be entitled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be Iformed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot^ a President, 
Vice President, Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue 
in office till others shall l>!e chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge ex- 
pedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors ; who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
citing themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents to solicit, 
the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; 
of examining and * selecting candidates for patronage ; of appointing 
eommittees to examine and recommend its applicants living in distant

part9 ; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
for. The Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Soeiety. 

Art. VIv Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministr]^; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted,, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serious and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid fi'om these. sacred funds ^ in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to* Ihe 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel mimistry. 

Art. VII, Any person who has been assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken from the list of beneficiaries, be- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the constitution, and the rules of the Directors ; or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall,, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawfbl interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Pk^esi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties,, in a 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful di9« 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms ; make payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors ; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested r — this account to be previously 
examined and approved, in writing, by a Committee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of the 
treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect ofiScers, to hear the report of 
the Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
busine^Sp

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be [ 

requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, J 

and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. f 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the treasury of 
this Society, shall be^ esi; officio, honorary Vice Presidents of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII. . Whenerer a Society shall be formed, by the inhabit'^ 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, such Society, upon due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote of the Directors, as a 
constituent branch of the Aiperican Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own officers, including a Board of Directors and a Treasurer ; and 
also the fight of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite.qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two. of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- i 
ciety ; and, if approved, may prosecuter his studies, preparatory to the 1 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of 
said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of 
8uch Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. f 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Soci^jj^ shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board I 

of Directors. I 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any vacancies \ 

that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of the Society, 
till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this constitution shall be made, except 
on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of three fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a 
previous meetings

>rk, at the American Tract House, on Thursday, May 10, 1832, at 
If past eighty A. M.

esident of Yale College, New Haven, Connecticut, took the chair, 
le meeting was opened with prayer hy the Rev. Samuel Fisher, 

D., of Patterson, New Jersey. 
The minutes of the last annual meeting were read. 
The Treasurer presented his Annual Report^ certified by the Hon. 
.iNY Cutler, as Auditor ; and the same was read and accepted. 
The reading of the Report of the Directors was pos^)oned to the 
le of the public meeting, to be held in the evening. 
The officers of the Society were elected for the year ensuing. 

The Society adjourned to half past 7, P. M. to meet in Chatham 
reet Chapel. 

The Society met agreeably to adjournment. The Rev. Dr. Day 
>k the chair. 

The services of the evening were commenced with prayer by the 
Bv. David Porter, D. D. of Catskill, New York- 
The Report of the Directors was read by the Recording Secretary. 
On motion of Rev. Bennet Ttlbr, D. D. of Portland, Maine, 
iconded by Rev. J. M. Matthews, D. D. of New York, 
Resolved, That the increasing prosperity of this Society should be 
fgarded with unfeigned gratitude to God ; and that the Report of the 
irectors, an abstract of which has been read, be adopted and publish- 
1 under their direction.. 
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On motion of Rev. Leonard Bacon, of New Haven, ConnecticaC 
seconded by Rev. Asa Hillyer, D. D. of Orange, New Jersey, 

Resolved, That the happy influence of the American Education 
Society on our public institutions Of learnings and its tendency to bring 
forward a ministry adsLpted to the exigencies of this country and of the 
world, constitute a just claim for its enlarged operations. 

On motion of Rev. Heman Humphrey, D. D. President of Amherst [ I 
College, Mass. seconded by Rev. Alvan Hyde, D. D. of Lee, Mass. . 

Resolved, That as the American Education Society is a great 
central spring of action, upon which the vital energy of all the religious 
and benevolent institutions of the day materially depends ; it, therefore^ 
peculiarly demands the patronage and prayers of evei^y Christian, and 
of every friend to his country, and to mankind. 

On motion of Rev. Thomas H. Skinner, D. D. of Philadelphia, 
seconded by Rev. William Patton, of New York, 

Resolved, That in conducting the business of educating yoang tnen 
for the ministry, this Society should cherish a deep sense of dependence 
on the Spirit of God. 

The thanks of the Society were voted to thote who haid addressed 
the meeting, and copies of their addresses were requested for publi- 
cation. 

The meeting was then dissolved* 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 



The history of every Christian enterprise is, in a greater or 
less degree, a history of afflictions. The servants of Christ are 
called to experience a sort of probationary discipline, no less 
when associated for a benevolent, purpose than as individuals. In 
his providence, God has seemingly counteracted what he has com- 
manded in his precepts and assured of success in his promises. 
The certainty and the near approach of the conversion of the 
world, the difficulty of the work, and the fact that it is to be 
accomplished by human agency, do not, in many respects, alter 
the arrangements of Providence, nor render the continued ex- 
istence of any individual necessary. God setteth up one . and 
putteth down another. In the moment of apparently the utmost 
need, some highly-gifted laborer has been cut down, while sur- 
vivors have gathered around his burial-place in mute astonishment, 
and with a sorrow too deep for tears. 

No event which has occurred in the history of benevolence for 
the last forty years was more unexpected, and scarcely any event 
could have been apparently more, disastrous, than was the death • 
of the late Secretary of this Society. In one capacity — ^that of 
a public agent, or an executive officer of a benevolent association, 
Mr. CoRNEMus has not, perhaps, left his equal in the Christian 
world. The qualities whit;h fit a man for that station, he pos- 
sessed in a very . eminent degree. He had uncommon muscular 
energy, a fown of body at once commanding and attractive, ex- 
citability and depth of emotion, a voice of great compass and 
power, comprehensiveness of mind and liberality of feeling, ad- 
mirable pecuniary and business habits, extensive knowledge of the 
condition of the whole country, and a deep sense of dependence

QD Christ for success. He united, what is very rarely found in 
the same individual, ardent feeling and sound judgment. For a 
number of years, he conducted the affairs of a great and com- 
plicated institution, with a wisdom and zeal which secured to him 
the univeri^ confidence of the community. But he rests from 
his labors, and his works <lo follow him. He devoted himself 
directly and most eflSciently to that species of labor — ^the pre- 
paring of men to preach the gospel — ^which is intimately con- 
nected with God's appointed means for the renovation of the 
world. Of course, he laid the foundation for conferring per- 
manent benefits upon the world, after his death. His usefulness, 
great while he lived, was, in an uncommon degree, prospective — 
for other and coming ages. 

Formation of the Society. 
The American Education Society was formed in December, 
1815. In March, 1816, four individuals were received upon its 
funds. The first of these was Samuel Moseley, afterwards a 
missionary at Mayhew, in the Choctaw nation, where he died. 
In December, 1816, the Society was incorporated by an act of 
the Legislature of Massachusetts. 

Progress of the Society from 1816 to 1826: ten years. 
Previously to 1820, assistance had been rendered to young 
men without requiring any obligation to refund, or in other words, 
as an exclusive charity. In October, 1820, the general rule was 
adopted, that '^each person, in making application for the con- 
tinued aid of the Society, shall transmit to the treasurer a promis- 
sory note for one half the sum of the appropriation, which he had 
last received from the funds." This note was not, however, to 
become due till the end of one year from the time the student 
entered on his profession. If not paid by the end of that year, 
it was to be thenceforward on interest. If any young man did 
not choose to obligate himself in this manner, he was allowed, 
notwithstanding, to receive one half the usual appropriation. 
The requisition was generally complied with. The whole num- 
ber of young men who had been assisted by the Society, in May, 
1826,, was 541. The number received, during the first year after

the organization of tho Society, was 7 ; in the tenth year, 50. 
The gifeatest number received in any one year was 65 ; in one 
* quarter, 22. The total of receipts of Wl kinds, during this 
period, 'was $121,769 75. The greatest sum received in one 
year, was $19,330 65 ; the smallest sum in one year, $5,714 42. 
For want of a permanent executive olEcer, the operations of the 
Society were several times exceedingly embarrassed, and almost 
suspended. It is obvious that, at the close of this period, the 
direct and visible effects of the Society's efforts must have been 
inconsiderable. The time necessary for acquiring a public edu-^ 
cation, is about the whole period of the Society's existence at 
that time. ' Of those assisted, only 13 were, in 1826, ordained 
ministers. There were besides, 10 missionaries or agents for 
charitable societies, and 1 1 licensed candidates for the ministry. 

History of the Society from May^ 1826, to May^ 1831 tfive years* 

In the summer of 1826, the Rev. Elias Cornelius, pastor of the 
Tabernacle Church in Salem, Mass. was elected Secretary. He 
had previously performed a very successful agency for the Society, 
in which he obtained about $40,000. Soon after Mr. Cornelius 
entered upon the duties of his office, in the autumn of 1826, 
another change in the mode of rendering assistance was effected. 
An obligation to refund was required for the whole amount appro- 
priated. This alteration was made with great unanimity. Efficient 
measures were also adopted in relation to the pastoral supervision 
of those assisted by the Society. The Secretary was directed to 
use. all proper measures to promote in them an elevated and ardent 
piety. The system of auxiliary and branch Societies was also 
greatly extended. In 1827, the Presbyterian Education Society, 
which had its seat of operations in New York City, and which 
was assisting at that time 100 men, and receiving an annual income 
of about $5,000, was connected with the American Education 
Society. Two important agencies were established in the western 
portion of the United States ; one at Cincinnati, Ohio, and the 
other at Hudson, Ohio. Previously to 1828, assistance was 
extended to individuals only m their academic and collegiate 
course. In that year, aU restrictions were removed, and properly 
qualified candidates were received in every stage of education. 
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At the close of the period under review. May 1831, twdve hun- 
dred and four young men had received assistance, and 660 during 
the period under review. In the same time about 350 men were 
licensed to preach the gospel, making 400 since the organization 
of the Society. The amount of receipts was $166,279 10 — a 
sum greater by about $40,000 than was received during the first 
ten years of the Society's existence. 

Review of the past year. 
The past year has been one of uniform and increasing prosper- 
ity. A deeper and broader foundation has been laid for accom- 
plishing the great results which the Society have in view. 

Number assisted during the year. 

Since the last annual meeting, there have been assisted from the 
funds, 

151 young men in 11 theological seminaries, 
279 do. in 21 colleges, ^ / 

228 do. in 77 academies and public sc^hools, 
15 do* under private instruction. 

Total, 673 young men, in 113 institutions of learning. 

Of these, there have been aided in New England, 428 men in 
61 places of education; in other portions of the United States, 
245 men at 52 institutions. More than* one third of the whole 
number, as it appears from the preceding statement, are in the 
first stage of education. 

JVew applicants. 
The whole number of individuals, who have been received 
upon the. funds, as new applicants during the year, is 222; of 
whom 127 are members of various academies ; 44 of colleges ; 
and 50 of theological seminaries. This number is greater by 
48, than were received during the last year, and greater by 20 
than have ever been admitted in any preceding year. It is also a 
fact worthy of notice, that 127 men, or 32 more than one half of 
the whole number, are in the first stage of study — a proportion 
which has never existed before* 
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J^umber who enter the Ministry this year. 
The Directors have no means of ascertaining with entire accu- 
racy, the number who will be licensed to preach the gospel, 
during the present year. They have ample reason, however, for * 
believing, that between ^y and ^ioTfy individuals will, in the course 
of five or six months, enter 'upon the active duties of the Christian 
ministry. An unusual proportion of them are expecting to engage 
in the service of Christ among the pagan nations. 

Patronage withdraton. 
It is proper^ to mention, that the patronage of the Society has 
been withdrawn from five individuals. It is gratifying to state, that 
in no instance was this measure adopted on account of moral 
delinquency. The cause was either want of talent and scholar- 
ship, or an unwillingness in mdividuals to pursue the regular course 
of education prescribed by the Society. 

'Promotion of personal piety* 
The connection between eminent holiness and eminent useful- 
ness is not, by any means, so well understood as it ought to be. 
The highest religious attainments are perfectly consistent with the 
most indefatigable pursuit of science and literature* The powers 
of the human mind will never be developed as they can be, till the 
ennobling and purifying influence of the Christian religion shall 
control and pervade the entire moral and intellectual nature of 
man. It is upon the deep and firm religious principle of the 
ministers of Christ, more than upon their number, that the sal- 
vation of the world is depending. Entertaining these views, 
the Directors have ever been anxious to promote, in all possible 
ways, a decided piety in all the young men whom they assist. 
Measures have been recently taken to secure a more efficient and 
faithful pastoral supervision than has hitherto been' practicable. 
The last deed of kindness, which the late Secretary was permitted 
to perform for the Society, was to make a donation of a copy of 
the Memoir of Henry Martyn, to each person who had |ieen 
assisted during bis connection with the Society. 
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Receipts. 

The receipts, for the year, as appears by the Treasurer's 
report, amount to forty-one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
$even dollars and Jjfteen cents. Of this sum, |^4,325 05 were 
received on account of scholarships, and $37,606 10 for current 

use. 

• 

Expenditures. 
The amount of expenditures, during the year, was $41,362 66 ; 
which, with the debt of last year; leaves at the present time, a 
debt upon the Society of $3,588 05. 

Amount of earnings. 

The young men assisted by the Society enjoy various opportu- 
nities, to aid themselves in part, by manual labor, by school keep- 
ing, and by performing agencies and other services in vacations. 
The whole amount reported, as having been earned, in this way, 
during the year just closed, was fifteen thousand five httn- 
DRKD AND SIXTY-EIGHT DOLLARS. Of tbis sum, 56 men in 7 
theological seminaries earned $3,282, or $58 each on an average ; 
149 men in 18 colleges earned $9,270, or $62 on an average ; and 
116 individuals in 47 academies earned $3,016, or $26 each on 
an average. No report was received from 352 persons. The 
followbg statement will show the amount of earnings for six years 
past. 

The amount of earnings reported for the year ending

Obligations cancelled. 

The obligations of 24 young men have been cancelled during 
the past year, in ^whole or in part, or placed in such a situation as 
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to prevent any embarrassment. Of this number 19 ar.e missiona- 
ries, 4 foreign and 16 .domestic. 

Reorganization of the^ Presbyterian Branch. 
The Presbyterian Education Society was formed on the 27th 
of November, 1818. It maintained an independent existence tiD 
1827. In May, 1827, it becanae connectedVith the American 
Education Society, under the title of the Presbyterian Branch of 
the American Education Society, confining its operations princi- 
paUy to the middle States. In May last, it was judged best that 
the Branch should enlarge its sphere of operations to its former 
dimensions, and appropriate its own funds 5 especially as those 
most needing them were in the limits of the Presbyterian church. 
IBy virtue of this new arrangement, the Branch resumes its former 
name of Presbyterian Education Society, and occupies its former 
ground. It takes as its own the rules of the American Society, 
and assumes its engagements within prescribed limits.. Tlie entire 
concerns of that Society, out of New England, are now committed 
to the Presbyterian Society as an associate or co-ordinate institu* 
tion. In regard to the important trust of holding, collecting, and 
cancelling obligations for funds loaned to young men, the Ameri- 
can Society has no pecuniary interest, and retains no controL 
Each institution agrees to furnish aid to the other, when needed, 
should circumstances permit ; and in the alteration of rules inten- 
ded to apply within the bounds of the Presbyterian Society, such 
alteration must be concurred in by the executive authority of the 
other Society, before it can take effect. A regular quarterly 
report of proceedings is also sent to the American Society. 
Under this arrangement, Mr. Cornelius, who was chosen Secretary 
of the Presbyterian Society, removed his residence from Boston 
to New York, retainbg, however, his connection with the American 
Society, and performing a^ part of the duties belonging to the 
Secretary of that institution. 

Resignation of Mr. Cornelius. 

In October last, Mr. Cornelius was appointed Secretary of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. This 
ippointm^nt he accepted in December, and in January, 1832, 
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resigned his connection with the American and Presbyterian Edu- 
cation Societies. 

• Supply of the vacancy. 
Soon after 'the resignation of Mr. Cornelius, the Rev. William 
Cogswell was chosen Secretary of the American Education Soci- 
ety, and Mr. B. B. Edwards, Recording Secretary.* The Rev. 
William Patton was chosen Secretary of the Presbyterian Educa- 
tion Society, and the Rev. John J. Owen, Assistant Secretary. 

Agencies. 

The present Secretary during the year, has officiated as General 
Agent of the Society. Through his instrumentality, fourteen 
County Education Societies have been formed in the different 
States of New England under auspicious circumstances. His 
efforts have been succeeded, not only in raising funds for imme- 
diate use, forming auxiliaries, attending anniversaries, and estab- 
lishing temporary scholarships, but also m attending to other 
concerns of the Society of a general nature. He has been kindly 
received by the community in the discharge of the duties devolv- 
ing upon him. New England is now nearly organized into County 
Auxiliaries. It has been deemed absolutely necessary to adopt 
this plan of operation in order to awaken and keep up an interest iii 
behsJf of the cause. . Other societies have found it expedient to 
pursue a similar method in the promotion of their objects. This 
mode of effort is dictated by long experience. And the hope is 
entertained that the time is not far distant when the whole country 
will be organized into branch and auxiliary societies, and agencies, 
and a mighty impulse be given throughout the land in respect to 
raising up a pious and devoted ministry. 

The Rev. William L. Mather was appointed the last autumn to 
act as a temporary Agent in those parts of New England which 
needed most to be visited. He commenced his agency in Frank- 
lin county, in Massachusetts, and after laboring there to good 
advantage for a few weeks, he passed into the State of Connecti- 
cut. His efforts have been principally in the counties of Hart- 
ford, Tolland, and Middlesex, and have been crowned with

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success. He is now prosecuting his agency for a short time in 
Middlesex county, in Massachusetts. 

A number of settled clergymen in different parts of New 
England have been appointed to act as agents in tlie counties 
where they reside, so far as the duties of their pastoral charge 
would permit. Their services will be gratuitous. It is hoped 
something, in this way, will be done for the cause, though 
not so much as was anticipated. From experience on this 
subject, it appears that nothing to a great amount can be ex- 
pected, but from regular agents — ^persons solely devoted to this 
work. 

A Branch Society has been recently formed for the States ' 
of Illinois and Missouri ; and the Rev. John M. Ellis, of Jack- 
sonville, has performed, within a few months past, a successful* 
agency within the limits of this Branch.* 

Loaning System. 
One of the most distinctive and important features in the system 
of the American Education Society, is, that it renders assistance 
in the form of loans^ requiring of those to whom it makes appro- 
priations written obligations to refund. The Society has made 
trial to a considerable extent, of three plans. For four years, it 
practised upon the method of an exclusive charity ; for six years, 
upon the partial loaning system ; and for tlie last six years, upon 
the entire loaning system, without interest. After this ample 
experiment upon three different methods, the Directors are 
unanimously of opinion, that the last named of the three, and the 
one which they are now pursuing, is the most wise and efficient. 
A great majority of the young men, who were assisted at the time 
the change was made, were decidedly in favor of it. It also 
received the written and authorized approbation of a great number 
of eminent laymen and clergymen. It is now, in substance, 
adopted by all the Edspation Societies, which have been formed 
subsequently. This is certainly as conclusive a proof of its wisdom 
and expediency, as could be brought forward. A large number 
of associations among different denominations of Christians, would,

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of course, adopt that system, which combined the greatest number 
of advantages. 

Some prejudices may have been excited against it, bom a mis- 
apprehension of its nature. . It is not a rigid, unrelenting jdao. 
The Directors hold in tlieir hands the power of cancelling obliga*- 
tions, either in whole, or in part. This power is frequently 
exercised. No less than twenty-four individuals received the 
benefits of its application, to a greater or less extent, dturing the 
lajst year. Whenever the operation of the .rule subjects a young 
man to uureasonable hardship and embarrassment, the remedy is 
always applied by the suspension or relaxation of the rule. Bift 
here it should be remarked, that if the system, in general, is a 
worthy one, it ought to be maintained. The instances in which 
the refunding of an appropriation is not required, ought to be so 
few as not to impair the principle. The exceptions should not be so 
numerous as to destroy the rule. Rather than weaken the opera- 
tion of an important principle, it would be better that a few indi- 
viduals should suffer considerable hardship. The movements of 
an extensive and complicated system must be the occasion of some 
personal inconvenience. • 

The assistance which the Society renders to young men, on the 
present plan, is of great value. It is periodically and regularly 
furnished. Full reliance can be placed upon it at all times* It 
does not depend upon the will, or caprice, or ability of any indi- 
vidual. The fluctuations of business and the accidents.of sickness 
or death do not affect it. Th^is is an important consideration to 
him, who has commenced an extended course of education. No 
interest, moreover, is required upon the appropriations, till after 
the young man has been, for a considerable period, in his profes- 
sion. To a person in indigent circumstances, the remission of 
interest upon three or four hundred dollars, for eight or ten years, 
is a very timely and essential assistance. 

But the operation of the system upon character, is its most 
decided recommendation. It promotes habits of economy and 
careful expenditure. The money is borrowed with the expecta- 
tion and intention of repayment. >It is not received as a gift, where 
gratitude and the right use of it are ^11 the returns which are con- 
templated. Plans are formed and calculations are made for 
returning what has been received. In this way, habits of economy 
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are cultivated from the begiankig. The system of exclusiFe 
charity exerts an unfavorable influence upon those traits of charac- 
ter, which are of great importance as a preparation for usefulness. 
In the strictest sense of the term, this Society is not a charitable 
institution. The young men, whom it assists, are not properly 
beneficiaries or charity students. The consciousness that they are 
not so dependent, must exert a decided influence upon their whole 
character. It gives them a force, freedom, elasticity and indepen- 
dence of thought and feeling, which cannot be acquired on any other 
plan* The student, who refunds, becomes, in his turn, a benefac- 
tor. He replenishes the hand which poured out its blessings upon 
him. He renews the strength which has /been expended in his 
behalf. He thus, in a measure, relieves the Society from that 
necessity, which would be otherwise laid upon it, of exhausting all 
its energies in collecting pecuniary resources. He furnishes it 
time and opportunity to accomplish odier important purposes. 

The principal objection, which has been urged against this 
plan, is, that, in connection with other necessary debts, and with 
the small compensation which clergymen frequently receive in this 
country, it will prove exceedingly burdensome, and a serious 
encumbrance to usefulness. Ministers, it is said, ought to enter 
upon their great work, with as little pecuniary embarrassment as 
possible. Besides, the condition of the country, the scattered and 
ever emigrating population, the many desert places to be reclaim- 
ed, and the numerous parochial divisions, fender the situation of 
ministers one of great privation and self denial. To needlessly 
increase their burdens, is certainly inexpedient and unreasonable. 

To these remarks it may be replied, in the first place, that the 
loaning system was adopted in view of all the circumstances which 
have been mentioned. It was supposed that the effect of the 
system would be to diminish the expenses, which students would 
otherwise incur. It would induce them to make more effectual 
effi>rts to help themselves. It would lead them to form habits of 
economy, and would operate in various ways, to increase their 
strength and firnmess of character. A small class of students, 
previously to the establishment of Education Societies, defrayed 
the expenses of an education by borrowing money on the usual 
interest. Their obligations they were able to meet, after they had 
entered upon their profession. It is true that the hardships of this 
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course were so great, that but a few individuals comparatively, had 
the resolution to commence an education. And hence the neces- 
sity of Education Societies, StiU it shows what is practicable. 

In the second place, the favorable circumstances in the condition 
of the country, as well as the unfavorable, ought to be taken into 
the account. The literary institutions are very numerous, and, 
on the whole, very proportionably distributed. This circumstance, 
of course, diminishes the expense of an education. The comper 
tition also, between various seminaries, renders the pecuniary 
charges at them all very nearly uniform, while it reduces these 
charges to a very low rate. Tuition, at our more iniportant sem- 
inaries, is entirely, or in part, gratuitous for indigent students. 
The expense of board, by the week, is not, on an average, more 
than one dollar and a half, amounting, for forty weeks' study, per 
annum, to sixty or seventy dollars — a less sum than is now appro- 
priated to an individual by the American Education Society. 

Other incidental expenses can, assuredly, be defrayed, by the 
assistance of personal and family friends, and from manual labor. 
Thus at the close of a literary course, the studept will be indebted 
only to the Education Society, and that debt to proceed, for a con- 
siderable time, without interest. There may be exceptions to these 
remarks. There may be extraordinary calamities in the provi- 
dence of God. But as a general thing, where is the hardship of 
the loaning system ? Where is the injustice or the inexpediency of 
the arrangement ? Where is the man, who cannot, in ordinary 
circumstances, earn in one, two, or three years, after he enters 
upon his profession, or before he entfers upon itj three or four 
hundred dollars ? Individuals have done it, in many instances, and 
in circumstances not the most favorable* In this way, Joseph 
Milner, Claudius Buchanan, and William Carey became, in their 
turn, the patrons of struggling genius, and of obscure and humble 
piety. Never were circumstances more favorable than they are 
in our country for developing the hidden energies of the mind, and 
for making effort with the certainty almost of a full reward. The 
demand for talent of every kind is very great, and it is constantly 
increasing. In a vacation of seven or eight weeks, during the last 
autumn, an indigent student earned, solely by personal labor, 
nearly two hundred dollars. It was an employment which he 
sought for himself, and in which there is no monopoly, ^uiti- 
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tudes of others may enter into precisely the same employment, 
and if they have the same energy and perseverance, they will meet 
with an equal measure of success. 

Regular course of Education, 

It is very obvious, that aH institution, whose concerns are as ex* 
tended and complex as those of the American Education Society, 
must proceed on general and uniform principles. It could not, 
with propriety, offer assistance to one individual, and refuse it to 
another, in similar circumstances. In reference to a thorough 
preparatory course for the ministry, it has steadily adhered to 
one rule from the beginning. It has thrown all the influence 
which it could command, in favor of the most ample training for 
the sacred office. No reasons have yet appeared to justify a 
departure from this rule. It still continues to be of great impor- 
tance, that as many as possible of those who minister at the altar, 
should be men of vigorous understanding and extensive acquire- 
ment, well versed in the laws of the human mind, close and accurate 
reasoners, skilled in the use of language, and able effectively to 
communicate their thoughts. The honor, if not the very existence 
of religion, is depending, in no unimportant degree, on the deep 
and various scholarship, as well as eminent piety, of Christian 
mbisters. This profession does not, in this country particularly, 
rest upon official distinction, but on capacity and character. It 
is the tendency- of this age to sweep away every thing which is 
factitious and conventional. Nothing will abide the fiery trial, but 
that which has an enduring nature in the constitution and soul of 
man, and in the revelation and character of God. The ministiy 
must acquire and maintain a high reputation for enlightened zeal 
and efficient piety. Anything which would essentially impair that 
reputation is to be deprecated as an inexpressible calamity. No 
inconsiderable portion of the good, which ministers of an imper- 
fect education are enabled to accomplish, results from that gen- 
eral influence and character which the educated ministry have 
sustained. 

Extensive acquisitions in nlinisters are perfectly in accordance 
with the possession of a self-denying spirit. It is not the least 
cultivated minds, who covet a dishonorable ease. Many persons of 
rich classical taste, and of strong mental power, have engaged in 
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the foreign missionary enterprise. The individuals, who have 
been sent by the American churches to heathen lands, would not 
su^r, in the comparison as men of learning, with any portion of 
their brethren in the United States. Some of them were among 
the ablest members of the classes to which they were attached in 
college. This is also the fact with foreign missionaries of other 
countries. Morrison, Milne, Martyn, Carey, Marshman, Bucha- 
nan, Heber, are not unhonored names on the roll of science and 
taste. 

Knowledge, in general, is on the advance. The studies of law 
and medicme, in this country, are pursued with more and more 
vigor and ^stem. The taste of the reading community is 
becoming more healthful and invigorating. A higher order of 
intellect is demanded in those who write for the community. 
Now, in such circumstances, the course for the ministry to pursue 
is perfectly obvious. Their usefulness is gone at once, if, in 
general knowledge, they sink below any other class. They must 
advance with the onward movement of society. If they fulfil 
their trusts, they are to exert an incalculable influence on the 
most precious destinies of man. But they can do this only through 
the mind of man, by understandmg the laws of human thought and 
action. 

Again, the individuals patronized by Education Societies, must, 
at least, be respectable scholars, if they would exert a powerful 
religious influence, while in a course of education. A weak 
minded studeni will not gain access to those who are unfriendly to 
religion. To be heard with respeet and confidence, as a religious 
teacb^r, some literary reputation is necessary. 

Furthermore, there ought to be no line of mental demarkation 
between the men patronized by Education Societies, and those 
who are educated in other ways. Both descriptions of students, 
as a general thing, should be equal in scholarship. But there i 
would be a marked distinction, unavoidably, if Education Soci«ties 
should take a difierent course fi*om the one which they now pur- 
sue. They might adopt or relax a single rule, which would be 
followed by the most disastrous consequences. 

It is an interesting and important consideration, that all men 
reason correctly on this subject, where they are personally con- 
cerned. No man prefers an incompetent ministry for himself or 
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bis children. The voice from a feeble New England parish, 
from ike soudiern plantation, from beyond the western mountains, 
from the depths of pagan lands, is for thoroughly educated cler- 
gymenr-^1 unite ki the requisition for well trained and accom- 
plished ministers and missionaries* 

General Results. Whole number aided.

Thus it appears, that between four hundred and fifty amd 6v& 

hundred ministers and missionaries, who were once aided by this 

Society, are now preaching the gospel of Jesus Christ. Ther 

amount of good which has been accomplished by them, may b& 

seen, in some measure; from the following statements, recently 

received by the Directors, from ninety'two of the individuals who 

have been assisted. They have been laboring in the ministry from. 

one to fourteen years. 

They have taught schools and academies, in all 201 years. 

They have ips trUcted 26,865 children and youth. 

They have been instrumental of 183 revivals of religion, and of the coaversion o^ 

about 20,000 persons. 
There are now instructed in Bible classes, in their parishes, 14,800 persons. 
They preach statedly to about 40,000 hearers. 

In their parishes are contributed annually for various benevolent purposes, ^16,000.. 
Number of yoting men whom they have been the means of inducing to study for 

the ministry, 147. 

Concluding Observations. 

The statements which have just been made, show gome of tha 
direct and palpable effects of the Society's labors, if, indeed, the* 
conversion of thousands of sinners from the error of their ways ta 
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holiness and to God, can be said to be effects, which are palpable 
and to be estimated. There are other results, which are collate- 
ral and indirect, but which are worthy of distinct consideration. 
One of the prominent difficulties in the way of the conversion of , 
mankind is the want of efficient laborers. Men are needed. 
There is hardly an important Christian enterprise in this land, 
which is not now languishing from this cause. There is a great 
dearth of effective, sanctified talent. We have no supernumerary 
force. When a breach is made in the ranks of the Christian 
ministry, the breach remains. There is no rear rank to step in. 
. The fall of a minister, is like the fall of a soldier in Washington's 
army, in New Jersey, in 1777. It is a palpable diminution of 
the strength of the whole force. When Rice, and Cornelius, are 
numbered with the dead, we may well weep sore, for if their places 
can be supplied, that very supply occasions an equal loss at an- 
other point. It is sometimes said that men of great usefulness are 
removed by death to give place to successors — if they had not 
been taken away, the talents of some other individuals would have 
remained undeveloped and unemployed— there must be a suc- 
cession* of ministers as well as of other men. — ^But this reasoning 
has no application in this country. There is ample space for the 
development and employment of a far greater amount of sancti- 
fied talent then we possess. Men of the right kind^ in great 
nwnhersj are needed. And here is seen the vital importance of 
Education Societies. They bring forward men. They furnish 
the living instruments and agents for every other work. They 
impart vitality to every other laudable undertaking. They are the 
means of fulfilling most directly the great command of the risen 
Saviour, to preach the gospel to every creature. They engage in 
a work, which is in immediate and full accordance with that affect- 
ing and authoritative injunction. 

But, compared with the great results to be accomplished, their 
efforts are few and feeble. Important and cheering as their 
success, with the favor of God, has indeed been, yet in compari- 
son with the momentous work to be accomplished, it vanishes into 
insignificance. When shall an effort be made, in some degree 
corresponding to the exigencies of a world of dying men? With 
the preaching of the gospel, there is connected an amount of tem- 
poral good, which human language cannot adequately describe* 
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When CD earthy where in all past time^ were human rights better 
secured, and personal happinesa more certain, than in this country^ 
iof fifty years aftei' its settlement ? But this happy state of society 
was owing, in a great measure, to the thorough an^ faithful preach- 
ing of the gospel to the whole population. But when we look at 
the happiness of a redeemed human soul, the joys of pardoned sioy 
communion with* the Lord and Saviour of the world—and the 
eternal blessedness of that soul in the presence of its God^ where 
is the power, where is the arithmetic, which can estimate the 
magnitude of this Society's undertaking ? 

The necessity for greatly increased efS}rt is clear and impera- 
tive. We are called to act for masses of human beings. We are 
the representatives of millions. The number of souls added, every 
year, to the population of this country, is as large as that comprised 
in the State of Connecticut. Besides, we have now at a low cal- 
culation, five millions who are destitute of religious teachers of 
every description — ^five millions to be the parent and germ of other 
thronging millions. Who is to look after their spiritual interests ? 
We have a great object placed before us. We, of this generation, 
are solemnly charged with the duty of providing moral and intel- 
lectual sustenance, for myriads of souls. We are to surround this 
entire nation with a spiritual atmosphere, as pressing, as all con- 
trolling on the human conscience and heart, as this earth's superin- 
cumbent atmosphere is on human bodies. But where are the men 
for this work ? Where are the men, who, with the blessing of Gody 
shall renovate this land, shall thoroughly purify the great mass of 
American sentiment, and make this nation bear, with the immense 
energy of which it is capable, upon the entire continent from 
Labrador to the South Pole ? Can we rest satisfied with the con- 
dition of all Spanish America, upon which just enough of light has 
dawned to make the darkness more fearful, the desolation more 
terrific ? There is a noble race of men south of us, who are per- 
ishing, every year, by millions, for want of the joys of God's 
salvation. Africa, too ;— a movement might be made inward, this 
very week, on every side of that continent. But where are the 
men to commence this work ? Where are the Christian Humboldts, 
and Parks, and Landers, who shall achieve discoveries for the Son of 
God at the foot of the Andes, and at the sources of the Nile ? 
The whole earth, indeed, waits for the day of redemption. The 
4 
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thrones of tyranny are crumbling— the chains of slavery arc falling 
off — ^tbe systems of superstition and of idolatry are becoming old 
and are ready to vanish. Now is the time to thrust in the sickle 
and reap the great spiritual harvest. If we are not faithless to our 
high trust, if we come up at all to our great work, the gospel will 
have been preached to every creature which is under heaven^ 
before the sun of the present century shall go down.

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MR. CORNELIUS, 



Mil. Cornelius was hotn at Soiners,atown in Westchester County, forty 
miles from the city of New York, on the 31st of July, 1794. His father 
was a very respectable physician of that place. Mr. Cornelius prepared, 
ibr college, partly under the instruction of the Rev. Herman Daggett, of 
Cornwall, Ct. He entered Yale College, In the beginning of the second 
year, of the college course, in September, 1810. In 1813, he became 
hopefully pious, during a revival of religion. After leaving college he 
studied divinity, between two and three years, with President Dwight, and 
with the Rev. Dr. Beecher, of Litchfield, Ct He was licensed to preach 
the gospel in June, 1816. He immediately entered into the service of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. He continued in 
this service about two years and a half, and performed several very impor-^ 
tant agencies. A few months, in the beginning of 1819, he spent at the 
theological seminary, at Andover, In July, 1819, he was installed as colt 
league pastor with the Rev. Dr^ Worcester) of Salem, Mass. Here he 
remained till August, 1826) when he accepted the appointment of Secretary 
of the American Education Society* His connection with this institution 
continued till January, 1832, when he became Corresponding Secretary of 
the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. He died, of 
an affection of the brain, at the house of the Rev. Dr. Hawes, in Hartford, 
Ct on Sabbath morning, February 12th, 1832, at 8 o'clock. He was inter* 
red at Hartford, near the graves of the Rev. Dr. Strong, and of the Rev. 
Carlos Wilcox, on the following Wednesday, Rev. Dr. Hawes preached f^ 
fnneral sermon, which has been published. 

Mr. Cornelius was in the service of the church of Christ about sixteen 
years, seven of which he was a stated minister* During this period he 
delivered sermons as a pastor, and as an agent for different philanthropic 
purposes, between three and four thousand times* He travelled for various 
public objects, at least 50,000 miles, or twice the circumference of the 
globe* Through the instrumentality of his preaching, between 300 and 
400 individuals were supposed to have become truly pious. The amount of 
funds, which he raised for various benevolent purposes, exceeded $200,000. 
During his connection with the Education Society, of five years and a half, 
700 individuals were received upon its funds, a greater number by nearly 
200, them were patronized during the preceding ten years of the Society's 
existence. At least 100 young men were induced by him to study for the 
ministry, who would not otherwise have commenced the undertaking. And 
yet he died before he was thirty-eight years of age. His sun went down 
b^re it was noon*

The Board of Directors of the Presb)rterian Education Society 
in presenting their Fourteenth annual report, would gratefully 
acknowledge the continued smiles of Heaven upon the great 
cause in which they are engaged. It will appear from a review of 
the past year, that at no former period has the prospect of useful- 
ness been so widely extended and cheering. In the midst of 
prosperity, however, God has mingled trials, by which to prove 
their confidence in him ; among which they would mention, that 
afflictive Providence, which has removed, by death, the Rev. 
Elias Cornelius, late Secretary of this and the American Educa- 
tion Society. For six years he contmued his successful labors, in 
arousing the churches to the vast importance of training up a 
devoted and thoroughly educated ministry. His name will be 
identified with those great and leading principles, which have given 
the Society its present stability and elevation. His memory wiU 
be cherished, with warm affection, by hundreds of young men, 
over whose course he has watched with parental care, and who 
felt the kind and hallowed influence of his counsels, his prayers, 
and his example. While the Board acknowledge this providence 
with submission, yet they would testify their unshaken confidence 
in the promises of God, that Zion shall yet arise, and put on her 
benutiful garments.

More than one half of these are in academies, preparing to 
enter college ; knd what is highly interesting, sixty-seven are in 
fourteen institutions in the valley of the Mississippi. It will be 
seen that a much larger number have been received during the 
present than any former year. This is owing, in part, to the 
extension of the operations of the Society ; but principally to the 
fact, that hundreds of young men, recently converted in the great 
revivals, are dedicating themselves to the Christian ministry ; many 
of .whom, from their indigence, must necessarily ask assistance. 
The Directors regard this increased accession of new applicants, 
as one of the pledges, that God intends to use the Society as a 
great instrument in raising up a ministry adequate to the wants of 
the world. 

JSTumber who enter the Ministry during the present year. 
JVtneteen young men, in theological seminaries, under the 
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patronage of the Society, will terminate their course of study this 
year, and enter upon the sacred duties of the ministry. Some of 
them will doubtless go forth as missionaries, to carry the bread of 

life to the destitute, in our own country and in foreign lands. 

« 

Death. 
One young man, of high promise, has been removed by death. 
His loss may be great to the church below, but the comfortable 
hope remains, that he is removed to a more important and exten- 
sive sphere of usefulness in the church above. 

Patronage witMrawn. 

The patronage of the Society has been withdrawn from three 
young men, all of whom were in the commencement of their col- 
legiate course. In two cases the ground of this withdrawment, was 
want of scholarship ; in the other case, the young man had been 
guilty of immoral conduct. Fidelity to the responsible trust com- 
mitted to them, requires the Board promptly to erase from the list 
all whose piety is doubtful, whose talents fall below mediocrity, or 
who do not continue to sustain an exemplary character. 

Except in the instances just mentioned, the Directors state with 
pleasure, that the young men under their patronage, sustain a fair 
and honorable character, as it respects their deportment, attain- 
ments in scholarship, and regularity in the observance of the rules 
of the Society. Some of them have been instrumental of much 
good in the institutions with which they are connected. 

Pastoral supervision. 
Most of the young men have been visited during the past year, 
by the Secretaries and local agents of the Society. It is thus 
that the moral, intellectual, and religious character of the young 
men becomes known, and the Board are enabled to report, with a 
good degree of confidence, respecting those whom they patronize. 
They esteem it an object of the highest importance, that the 
young men should receive a high religious, as well as intellectual 
culture. And it is found by experience, that in no way can this 
be so effectually promoted, as by friendly and frequent visits from 
the agents of the Society. The young men thus affectionately and 
faithfully conversed and prayed with, often receive impressions, 
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' which shed a iioly influence over their whole lives, and cause thens 
to rise to a higher standard of influence and usefulness, 

Amount earthed. 
It has ever been a favorite object with the Directors, to extend 
to the young men under their patronage, just so much aid as wUl 
encourage them to put forth the highest personal eflbrt; and 
enable them, wit^ industry and economy, to pursue their studies. 
The returns of the year exhibit a cheering result of the effi>rts of 
the young men to support themselves. From the reports it ap- 
pears that, 

25 students, ia 6 theological temimnies, have earned, . . . $918 46 
40 do. in 4 colleges, have earned, ....*... 986 21 
29 do. in 13 academies, have earne*d, 1,027 47 

94 students have earned, in various ways, $2,882 14 ' 

It will be seen that little more than one third of the young men, 
assisted during the year, have made any report of their earnings. 
Such is the fact with respect to the western institutions, with the 
exception of those in the Western Reserve. In one of these, 26 
young men, under the patronage of the Society, pay for their 
whole board by manual labor ; which, if their board be reckoned 
at j^l,00 per week, and the academic year to consist of 40 weeks, 
would amount to $1,040. Let this be added to the above amount 
of earnings, regularly reported, and the total sum would be 
$3,922 14. But in several other institutions the board is thus 
paid for, in whole or in part. Let the same estimate be made 
respecting these, and the result be added to the above sum, and 
there would be a total of not less than $5,000 earned by the 
young men, during the past year. 

Obligations cancelled^ 

The rules of the Society lodge a discretionarjT power with the 
Directors, to cancel such obligations as they shall judge proper. 
The principle upon which this is founded is, that it is right and 
proper that those individuals whose settlement in the ministry 
furnish them with the meand, should return to the treasury the 
amount which they received ; that thus other indigent young . 
men may also be assisted. But when those, who have be^p 
patronized, devote themselves to the missionary cause, either in 
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foreign lands, or the remote settlements of our own country 4 or 
are providentially placed in - circumstances where an effort to 
refund would embarrass them, and impair their usefulness, the 
Directors have the power to cancel, in whole or in part, tl^eir 
obligations* One young man, who is now preaching the gospel in 
the valley of the Mississippi, applied the past year for this priv- 
ilege, and his notes, amounting to one hundred and ^ix^een dollars, 
have been cancelled. 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

It appears from the Treasurer's report, that the balance in the 
treasury at the commencement of the year was $1,498 64 ; and 
that the receipts have been $15,237 48, making a total of 
$16,736 12. Of this sum there have been appropriated during 
the year, to the young men assisted, $13,026; for other purposes, 
to wit, salaries of Secretary, Treasurer, and Agents, and inci- 
dental expenses, $3,324 19, making a total of expenditures, 
$16,350 19, and leaving a balance in the treasury of $385 93. 

Resignation and Appointments. 

The Rev. Elias Cornelius, having been elected to the office of 
Corresponding Secretary of the A. B. C. F. M., tendered in 
January his resignation to the Board, which was accepted. The 
Board then made choice of the Rev, Wm. Patton, of New York, 
as Corresponding Secretary, and the Rev. John J. Owen, Agent 
of the Society, as Assistant Secretary. ' 

Agents. 
Most of the agents, who were laboring in behalf of the Society 
at the last annual meeting, are now actively and successfully em- 
ployed, in the same cause of benevolence. Three have also been 
added to the number, so that there are now six agents, devoting 
their whole time and energy in their respective fields of labor. 
The Rev. Franklin Y. Vail is Secretary and Agent of the Wes- 
tern Agency ; Rev. Ansel R. Clark, of the Western Reserve 
Branch ; Rev. John Dickson, of ^ the East and West Tennessee 
Agencies ; Rev. Messrs. Otto S. Hoyt and Chauncy Eddy Have, 
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as their fields of labor, the central and western portions of the 
State of New York, and the Assistant Secretary, acts also as 
agent. 

Besides these, others have been temporarily employed as agents. 
The Rev. Dr. Skinner of Philadelphia, and the Rev. Wm. Patton 
of New York, performed a voluntary and highly successful agency 
of a few weeks, in the western part of . New York The Rev. 
Henry Little, of Oxford, Ohio ; Rev. J. M, Ellis, of Jacksonville, 
Illinois ; and Rev. B. Labaree, have also labored to a greater or 
less extent in the valley of the Mississippi. The Board are in- 
creasingly impressed with the truth, that the success of all benevo- 
lent institutions, is intimately connected with ^ the regular and 
extended presentation of their claims by faithful and judicious 
agents. 

Western Agency. 

The Western Agency has never been in more successful opera- 
tion than during the last year. The Rev. Mr. Vail, Secretary of 
that Agency, reports that a new and powerful impulse has been 
given to the cause of Education Societies within its limits. When 
the Agency commenced its operations, it had but ten or twelve 
young men under its patronage, now the number has increased to 
forty. Mr. Vail attended the syBodical meetings in Ohio and 
Kentucky, presented the principles and claims of the Society, and 
from the extended information, thus conveyed, good results may 
be anticipated. 

Not only are young men. rapidly increasing, but the standard of 
liberality is becoming higher. The' number of pious persons is 
increasing, who give their whole income to the cause of benevo- 
lence* 

Western Reserve Branch. 
The prospects of the Western Reserve Branch are highly 
cheering. Last year this Branch reported six beneficiaries under 
their care ; now they have twenty. About one hundred young 
men have been converged with by the Secretary, Rev. A. R. Clark, 
many of whom, it is expected, will soon apply for aid. An in- 
creasing spirit of liberality is apparent, from the funds which have 
been raised in the Reserve, during the year. 
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Mr. Clark has been very siaccessful also in Michigan. Although 
this territory is new, and presents therefore very little encourage- 
ment to the friends of benevolence ; yet he succeeded in raising, 
in a short time, six temporary scholarships. When it is remem- 
bered, that most of that region is yet a wilderness, that the settlers 
are obliged to struggle with the hardships incident to new settle- 
ments, and that by reason qf their remoteness from market, .money 
is necessarily scarce, such a spirit of liberality shows conclusively 
that the good cause is gaining strong hold upon their affection. 

West Tennessee Agency. 
Several flourishing Agencies have been established the past year, 
in the south western portion of our country. The Assistant 
Secretary, who went out as an Agent to labor a few months in 
connection with the Western Agency, proceeded by the direction 
of that Board, in company with the Rev. Benjamin Labaree, to 
West Tennessee. As the result of their efforts, an Agency was 
established in Maury county, called the West. Tennessee Agency. 
Ten temporary soholarships were raised, and a number of young 
men were conversed with, in reference to obtaining an education 
for the ministry. 

East Tennessee Agency. 
The Rev. Mr. Labaree remaining in West Tennessee, (iie Assis- 
tant Secretary proceeded to East Tennessee, and established 
a Board of Agency in Maryville, called the East Tennessee 
Agency. Twenty-six young men have already been taken up, 
and others conversed with relative to the subject. The Rev. 
John Dickson, of South Carolina, a gentleman highly qualified for 
the work, has been appointed Secretary and Pei-manent Agent of 
these Agencies, and has already entered upop his labors. 

South Alabama Agency, 
During the winter an Agency was established in South Alabama. 
A good degree of interest is felt by many in that part of the coun- 
try, in behalf of the Society. Most of the churches in North 
Alabama, from their location, will come within the limits of the 
West Tennessee Agency. 
7 
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Operations in the Valley of the Miiiissippi. 
The extended and systematic efforts, which are now making in 
the Valley, to train up on the ground a pious and able ministry, 
' must be deeply interesting to the friends of Zion. Experience 
bears ample testimony, that the great western country can never 
be fully supplied with ministers from the older States. Take for 
example the single State of Tennessee. By a comparison of the 
ratio of increase of population since the year 1800, it may be 
safely estimated, that {he increase of population from 1830 to 1840, 
will be not less than three hundred thousand. Allowing one min- 
ister for a thousand souls, there will be needed in ten years, three 
hundred ministers to supply the increase of population in this single 
State. No rational hope can be entertained, that so great a number 
will be furnished in that time from the East ; and therefore the 
only hope rests on the practicability of raising up a ministry from 
their own institutions. The Education Society aims to accomplish 
this desirable object. It has barely commenced its operations in this 
State, and yet thirty young men have already been received upon 
the funds of the Society. What has been said of this State, in 
respect to its rapid increase of population, and the impracticability 
of furnishing it with an adequate ministry from the Eastern 
States, holds true in regard to all the Western States. By train- 
ing up young men for the ministry, on the ground, the expenses of 
coming to the East for an education, and returning back to the 
field of labor, are avoided. An intimate acquaintance with the 
country, its wants, the impediments and facilities of religious and 
intellectual improvement, and the best mode of advancing the 
interests of the church, will be acquired also by those who are 
educated in the field of their future labor. In addition to this, the 
influence, which the young men will exert, while in a course of 
preparation for the ministry, in taking charge of Sabbath schools, 
attending religious meetings, and engaging in various plans of 
usefulness, will be highly salutary, in a region so destitute of reli- ' 
gious instruction. The Directors therefore in view of these and 
numerous other considerations, which might be mentioned, rejoice 
in the noble institutions, which are planted in the Western States, 
and in the augmenting number of pious youth, who are there train- 
ing up for the sacred ministry.

Shiill Christians slumber 
over their fearful condition, when the command to preach the 
gospel to every creature, is left as a sacred deposit, and as the 
testimony of Christ's high confidence in his church ? Is it not 
time to awake, and put forth every energy in the great work of 
sending the gospel to the destitute ? The cry for help is heard 
from every quarter, while an increasing number of devoted young 
men respond. Here are we, send us. To you, who have chosen 
Christ as the object of your supreme affection, these young men, 
necessarily look for the means, to prepare them for the important 
work. Two hundred and sixty-siXf encouraged by your liberality, 
have been sustained the last year, and an increasing number will 
doubtless be furnished by the glorious revivals. Will you refuse 
them aid ? Will you say to these young men ; Go home to your 
former pursuits, we cannot assist you any longer ; or will you 
enable the Directors, still to redeem, the pledge made unddr a full 
conviction of their duty to heaven, and the millions of perishing 
men, that no man of suitable qualifications shall fail of entering 
the ministry for want of pecuniary aid.

Article I. This Society shall be known by the name of The PreS" 
hyterian Education Society, 

XL The object of the Society shall be to educate young men for the 
ministry, upon the principles, and in conformity with the rules of the 
American Education Society, as existing at the time of adopting this 
constitution, or, as they may hereafter be determined, with the concur- 
rence of the executive authority of this Society. 

IIL This Society shall transmit a copy of its Annual Report to the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church. 

IV. Every person paying any sum annually shall be a member of 
the Society ; Every person paying thirty dollars at one time shall be a 
member for life, and every person paying one hundred dollars shall be 
a director for life. 

y. The business of this Society shall be conducted by a Board of 
Directors, which, exclusive of their officers, shall consist of twenty-four 
members, who shall be elected annually. The Board shall annually 
elect their own- officers, consisting of a President, Vice Presiden|s, 
Secretaries, Treasurer, and such other officers as may be necessary. 
They may fill their vacancies, appoint executive committees, and do 
every thing not contrary to this constitution which they may deem 

expedient. Five shall constitute a quorum.

VI. The Treasurer shall give bonds in a reasonable sum, to be 
determined by the Directors, for the faithful discharge of his duties. 

VII. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in the city of 
New York, on the second Thursday in May. Special meetings may 
be called by the Directors. 

VIII. Members of Auxiliaries and Branch Societies are entitled to 
vote in all meetings of the Society. 

IX. Alterations in this constitution majT be made by vote of two 
thirds of the members present at an annual meeting, provided such 
alteration shall have.been submitted to the Society in writing, at a 
previous meeting or session.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

BRANCH OP THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



Art. I. This Society shall be called the ■ Branch of the American 

Education Society. 

II. The object of the Society shall be to educate indigent pious young men for 
the gospel ministry, as an auxiliary of the American Education Society. 

III. Any person shall be a member of this Society, by paying into its treasury 
the annual sum of one dollar or more ; and any person who shall pay 

at one time, or within five years from the time of subscribing, shall 

be a member for life. 

IV. There shall be annually chosen by ballot, a President, Vice President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer, who with seven (or five) others appointed for the purpose, 
shall constitute a Board of Directors, and shall continue in office till others are chosen 
in their stead ; any fiveof them shall constitute a quorum for doing business. The 
Society may also elect, from time to time, such number of honorary Vice Presidents 
as they may judge expedient. 

V. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to receive benefactions ; to take 
measures in concert with the Parent Society for raising funds ; to examine and 
receive beneficiaries ; to make appropriations ; and generally to conduct all the 
interests and concerns of the Branch : subject, however, to the general rules of the 
Parent Institution, and in conformity with the essential principles of its Constitution. 

VI. Vacancies occurring in the offices of the Society may be filled by the 
Directors, till there is opportunity for them to be filled by the Society at a regolar 
meeting. 

VII. An annual meeting shall be held at such time and place as the Directon 
may appoint, for the choice of officers, for hearing the Report of the Directors, and 
for any other purposes which the Society or the Board of Directors shall think 
proper. Special meetings may be called by the President with the concurrence of 
three other Directors. 

VIII. Alterations of this Constitution shall not be made except on the recom* 
mendation of the Board of Directors, and by vote of three fourths of the memben 
present at an annual meeting, or unless the proposed alterations shall have been 
submitted to the Society at a previous meeting.

An act to inearporate the American Education Soci^y. 

Section I. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Kepresentatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by die authority of the oaroe, that William Phillips, Samuel 
Salisbury, Etiphalet Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. 
Walley, and Aaron P. Cleveland, together with those who have associated, and 
who may hereafter associate with them, be and are hereby incorporated and made a 
body politic, by the name of The American Education Society. And the 
Society aforesaid shall have perpetual succession, and may have a common Seal, 
which it shall be lawful for them to alter at pleasure; and may purchase and receive, 
by eift or devise, lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, and the same hold 
in fee simple or less estate, the annual income and profits whereof shall not exceed 
the value of ten thousand dollars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take 
and receive subscriptions of charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal 
estate in succession ; and all donations to the Society, either by subscription, legacy, 
or otherwise, (excepting such, as shall be differently appropriated by the donors, or 
by a vote of the Society agreeably to their Constitution,) shall make a part or be put 
into Uie capital stock of the Society, which shall be put out on interest on good secu- 
rity, or otherwise improved to the best advantage, and the income or profits applied 
to the purpose of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety in acquiring 
a learned and competent education for the Gospel Ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may choose a President, 
Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such other officers as they shall see fit; and 
may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system of Rules and 
By-laws, as they shall think necessary for the orderly conducting and executing the 
business of said Society, and for the most effectually securing the object of their 
.institution ; which Constitution or system of Rules and By-laws shall be for the 
government of said Society, and shall not be altered at any subsequent meeting, but 
m the manner therein pointed out : provided such Rules and By-laws be not repug- 
nant to the Constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid may at all times under 
the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
appear, prosecute, and defend to final judgment and execution, and may appoint an 
Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of substitution ; and it 
shall be lawful for the said Society to make sale of any estate or personal property, 
given or purchased, as aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in 
uieir corporate capacity, (unless that, which is given, be otherwise expressly ordered 
or appropriated by the donor,) and convey the same by deed or other legal instruhient, 
duly executed ; and, when the property to be conyeyed is real estate, under the 
hand of the Treasurer and the Seal of the Society : provided that all monies, arising 
firom such sale, be applied to the same use to which the income thereof was before 
applied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips, Esquire, be and hereby is 
authorized by notification, in any two of the newspapers printed in Boston, to 
f^point the time and place of the first meeting of said Society.

I. Every applicant must have reached the age of fourteen years, and 
must have studied the languages, at least for three months. 

II. Let him then apply to his minister, or the principal officer of the 
church, for a letter of recommendation. This letter should mention hia 
piety, or describe his moral and religious character, his church membership, 
his native place, the place of his present residence, his age, his indigence, 
and in what employments he has been engaged. This letter should be 
signed by the minister, and by one or more other persons, either a deacon 
of the church, or some respectable individual who knows him. [If there 
be no minister in the parish, some principal man in the church may be 
applied to.] Then let him ask his instructor, or the gentleman with whom 
he has studied the languages, for a letter of recommendation, stating what 
his talents, and prospects for acquiring knowledge are. The more full 
these papers are, the better. The points which are indispensable are, 
piety, talents, and indigence. The recommendatory papers should, in all 
cases, be sealed, so that the entire character of the applicant may be g^iven. 

III. Then let him take these letters to the Chairman of the Examining 
Committee, who resides nearest to him. For the list of the Chairmen of 
the Examining Committee, see page 35, of this Report. 

IV. He should make application to the Chairman of the Committee as 
early as the second or third week in June, September, December, and 
March. The Boston Examining Committee meet on the the afternoon of 
the Tuesday immediately preceding the second Wednesday of January, 
April, July, and October. 

V. If the Committee are satisfied with the character and qualifications 
of the applicant, they will present his case to the Board of Directors, who 
meet quarterly in Boston, on the second Wednesdays of January, April, 
July, and October. 

VI. If the Board receive him, the Secretary, soon after the meeting, will 
write, informing him that he is admitted on trial, that the usual appropria- 
tion is voted to him, and will direct where the money can be obtained. At 
the same time a copy of the rules will be sent to him. 

VII. When he receives the appropriation he should give his note for 
the amount. A blank form will be handed to him for the purpose, by the 
agent, or the person who pays him the. grant 

VIII. In no case is it necessary to write to the Secretary of the Society, 
to ascertain whether aid can be furnished. If the individual in question, 
possesses the proper qualifications, his application will probably be successful. 

IX. After he has received the appropriation, let him procure a small 
blank book, and begin to keep an accurate account^of his expenses, and 
pecuniary concerns. 

X. It is of great importance that this habit of keeping full accounts 
should be commenced at the beginning, and should be steadily persevered in
